A By-Law respecting Auctioneers’ and Hawkers’ and 
Pedlars’ Licenses. 

WHEREAS the Clerks of the various minor municipal- 
ities, who are by By-Law No. 296 of this Corporation, 
authorized to issue licenses mentioned in said By-Law, are 
not restricted as to when and how they shall report as to the 
licenses issued, and as to the number of blank licenses issued 
under the seal of this Corporation remaining in their hands. 


And whereas the said By-Law No. 296 makes no pro- 


vision for the keeping of a proper seit tal of those to whom 


licenses have been issued. 
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THEREFORE be it enacted as follows :— 


1st—It shall be the duty of every Municipal Clerk, 
who issues a license under the provisions of By-Law No. 296 
of this corporation, to notify the County Clerk within eight 
days of such issue, giving the name and residence of such 
licensee, the date of issue, and name of the business licensed, 
and the fees collected thereon. 


2nd—The County Clerk shall procure a register in 
which he shall enter the above-recited facts respecting such 
licenses, issued either by himself or other Municipal Clerks, 
and such register shall be open for inspection during regular 
office hours by any ratepayer, in any municipality of Norfolk 
County, or by any licensee who is, or is entitled to be register- 
ed therein. 


3rd—The County Clerk shall report to the County 
Council annually, at the January session, giving the number 
of licenses of each kind issued during the preceding year, and 
the amount of fees the County Treasurer should have received 
therefor. 


4th—Notwithstanding any thing contained in section 
4 of By-Law No. 296, the County Clerk shall not issue any 
blank licenses to any Municipal Clerk who has failed to make 
the return herein provided for, or to account for blanks 
received in the previous year.
